At midnight every employé on the Santa 
Fe railway belonging to the American Rail- 
way Union was ordered put. 

At 2 o’clock this morning the order had had 
no effect in Chicago.

To All Officers and Employés of the Receivers 
of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé Railroad: 
It is announced in the public press that the 
American Railway Union has declared a boycott 
en Pullman cars, effective at noon today. It 
should be understood by our employés that the 
differences between the Pullman company and 
its employés in no wise concern the receivers of 
the Atchison, Topeka and Santa F6 railroad, and 
their employés are expected to continue in the 
performance of their duties without interruption. 
The receivers are under contract with the Pullman 
company to haul Pullman cars in their passenger 
trains. It is therefore necessary not alone on 
this account but also on account of the services 

the receivers are required to render the public 
that their passenger trains be run intact, includ- 
ing all classes of cars usually handled in such 
trains. To participate in such a boycott would 
be a criminal offense, and the receivers, as offi- 
cers of the court, are bound to and shall comply 
with the law. They are’ ordered by the court 
appointing them to operate the railroads and 
conduct its business, and in order to do so it is 
necessary for the accommodation of passengers to 
use Pullman cars. All persqns are enjoined by 
the court from interfering with the possession 
and management of the railroad by the recerv- 
ers, or from interfering in any manner to prevent 
the discharge of their duties or the operation of 
the railroad under the order of the court. An at- 
tempt to prevent the hauling of Pullman cars in 
mail trains would be a ‘violation of the Urited 
States statute prohibiting obstruction to the éar- 
rying of mails. Itise ted that all employés 
will obey the law and order of the court.

The first walkout occurred over at the 
Grand Central Station, Harrison street and 
Fifth avenue, early in the morning. The 
yardmen there struck at 7 o’clock. Nota 
Pullman car was touched by any of them 
during the day on either the Baltimore and 
Ohio, Wisconsin Central, or Great Western 
read. Theclimax came when the morning 
trains from Kansas City and St. Paul arrived. 
They rolled into the big shed as usual and un- 
loaded their passengers, but no switch engines 
steamed up behind to grab the cars, as they 
generally do, and take them away to the 
yards. This caused a good deal of surprise. 
It had not been expected that the men would 
quit work at that time of day, ad no notice 
had been received from them by the’ officials 
of their intentions to do so, Everybody stood 
around waiting. The train forces got down 
on the concrete pavement and ioéked at one 
another significantly, but did not seem dis- 
posed to make a move of any kind. i 

Supt. Knowlton Makes an Appeal. 


Supt. Knowlton of the Terminal system, 
somewhat agitated over the turn in affairs, 
soon appekred upon the scene. His striking 
employés were congregated here and there in 
small groups calmly watching developments. 
He made an appeal to them to go to work, 
but they replied that orders had been received 
from headquarters to strike and they were in 
duty bound to obey. The Superintendent 
next called upon the road engineers and 
switchmen to baek their trains down into the 
yard and “break them up.” But they de- 
clined to do so, givimg as an excuse that such 
work did not come within their line of duty. 
While all this parleying over moving the Great 
Western and Wisconsin Central trains was go- 
ing on the Baltimore and Ohio express, with 


two Pullmans attached, arrived. By that 


time a considerable crowd of spectators had 
gathered in the depot and vicinity. Road- 
masters and other officials were flying around 
organizing themselves into qrews and man- 
ning the switch engines fer the purpose of 
getting the trains out themselves. 

Supt. Kelly of the Great Western got some of 
the men under him and managed to pull out 
the train of his road. In the meantime J. Mac- 
Donald, representative of the American Rail- 
way Union, visited the strikers told them 
they were doing the right thing. ‘lhe trains 
of the Wisconsin Central and Baltimore and 
Ohio continued to stand in the depot. Finally 
H. W. Getz, trainmaster of the Baltimore and 
Ohio, got a switch engine, and, with A. C, 
Most, yardmaster, and J. Dillingham, master 
mechanic, got his train out of the way. 

Bad News for B. and O. Officials. 

About 10 o’clock General Superintendent 
Van Smith of this road received a message 
from South Chicago notifying him that all the 
Baltimore and Ohio switchmen down there 
and along the life to where, it connects with 
the terminal had also struck.

TRANSOOWTINENTAL LINES BLOOKED 
.. AT SAN PRANOTSOO, ! 


Causes Officials to Hold All Express 
Coaches=F ters Desiring to Come 
Kast Are Checked- Santa Fe Secures an 
Injunction from Judge Hallet at Den- 
ver for the Protection of Its Trains— 
‘Strikers Arrested at Cairo. 

San Francisco, Cal., June 27.— [Special.] 
All overland trains are tied up owing to the 
refusal of men to handle the Pullman cars. 
Railroads will not send out trains without 
Pullmans and will make no attempt to send 
overlands until the strike is ended or until 
they can secure adequate protection. . 

Save by the local trains there have been no 
passengers out of San Francisco or Oakland 
tonight and there is every indication that the 
tie-up may be protracted. An official of the 
Southern Pacific declares that his people had 
made up their minds that if they are not to 
be allowed to run Pullman coaches they will 
run no trains at all. The local officers of the 
American Railway Union declare that the 
Pullman coaches must be withdrawn and both 
sides seem to be prepared for a bitter and de- 
termined fight. The Southern Pacific cwns a 
75 per cent interest in all Pullmans running 
over its lines. 

Los AndmLus, Cal., June 27.— All Sou thern 
Pacific and Santa Fé trains, which have hith- 
erto pulled out of here with Pullman cars at- 
tached, were tied up today on account of the 
boycott declared by the American Railway 
Union against the Pullman Car company. 
The Santa Fé ovetiand passenger 
train, east-bound, which should have left 
here at 7 o’clock this morning, is still here, 
the awitchmen positively refusing to attach 
the Pullmans to the train. The orders to in- 
augurate the boycott came from Chicago late 
last night. There was a passenger list of for- 
ty persons and almost all of them were tick- 
eted for long distance points, but their money 
will be refunded or tickets will be made good 
from the time the train may start. 

The Southern Pacific train, which is 
scheduled to leave here for San. Francisco at 
2 p. m., is standing at the depot, the Ameri- 
can Railway Union refusing to leave unless 
the Pullmans were detached. A delegation 
from the order called upon General Manager 
Wade of the Santa Fe this afternoon and 
held a conference, but nothing spe- 
cial came of it. A dispatch 
was received from Supt. Filmore of the 
Southern Pacific to the effect that their em- 
ployés should not deceive themselves in re- 
gard to the Pullman cars, as both classes are 
owned by the Southern and Central Pacific 
companies, and be employés are injuring the 
railroad company and not the Pullman com- 
pary. 

Sacramento, Cal., June 27.—The Southern 
Pacific was made to feel the American Rail- 
way Union boycott against the Pullman cars 
today. The climax came in the forenoon, 
when a passenger train running betweén this 
city and San Francisco, carrying a Puliman, 
was stalled in the yards. All the trainmen 
declared they had no ęrievances against the 
company, but they would positivelz refuse to 
handle Pullman coaches. The train was per- 
mitted to p after awhile, but tba men 
insist that nd other trains will be allowed to 
go out until the strike is settled. 


NORTHERN PACIFIC MEN STRIKE. 


They Ignore Judge Jenkins’ Injunction— 
Trains Blocked in Montana. | . 

Muwavuxes, Wis., June 27.—[Special.]— 
The employés of the Northern Pacific on the 
Montana Division have gone on a strike de- 
spite the mandate of the court. Receiver 
Payne said he had received word from the 
officials of the road thatthe menhad gone 
out and that the company was doing the best 
it could. The only cause for the present strike 
is the trouble over the Pullman matter. As far 
as their relations with the Northern Pacific 
company are concerned the men declare they 
have no grievance whetever, but they cannot, 
under existing circumstances, handle the cars 
of the Pullman ‘company. It is possible 
further legal steps in line with the injunction 
issued by Judge Jenkins may shortly be 
taken. The question how is, What will be 
done to punish the strikers for disregarding 
the order? Receiver Payne said tonight no 
definite course had been determined as yet, 
and he did not know what would be done. 

Hals, Mont., June 27.—The first effect 
of the Pullman boycott was seen here today 
when the east-bound Northern Pacific train 
arrived. Last night the west-bound train was 
bound up at Livingston and the Super- 
intendent of the Montana Division or- 
dered the east-bound train to be killed 
when it got to Helena, This was 
done. On the Montana Division, extending 
from Helena to Livingston, not a wheel is 
moving. Thisis due to the fact that the shop- 
men at the latter point have taken advantage 
of the Pullman boycott to present their de- 
mands for an increase of pay, and in sympa- 
thy with them other employés have gone out 
on that division. 

Tacoma, Wash., June 27.—[Special. ]—The 
Northern Pabific has issued bulletias to all 
employés stating that it-has purchased a half 
interest in the Pullman cars operated on its 
line and does not-expect the Pullman strike 


to interfere. The local American Railway 


Union men say they will not strike except 
upon receipt of registered letter instructions 
from Debs, which will arrive in three days. 
They will not act upon telegraphic advices 
from Debs. 

Iytvinestox, Mont., July 27.—At 12:30 
this morning all men employed in the North. 
ern Pacific yards went out on a strike. At 7 
o’clock this morning all shop hands went out.

St. Pau, Minn., June'27.—The American 
Railway Union boycott against Pullman cars 
is beginning to be felt here, the first trouble 
being on the Northern Pacific, @ne of the 
switching crews refusing to make up a train 
and being promptly laid off. As the road is 
in the hands of the United States courts the 
United States Marshal, at the instance of the 
officials of the road, has sent a half-dozen 
deputies to the yards. The locked-out switch. 
men refuse to talk, but there is an impression 
that whatever has been done here thus far has 
been without full warrant from President 
Debs. On other roads centering in this city 
no move has been made. 

MinnzsPouis, Minn,, June 27.—This city 
will be the center of the Pullman strike in the 
Northwest if the American Railway Union 
determines to carry out its announced boycott 
policy. This is due to the fact that ‘the trains 
on all Minneapo linee are made up 
here.

Denver, Colo., June 27.—Judge Hallet of

Camo, III., June 27.—([Special. ]—Striking 
switchmen cut out a Pullman sleeping-car on 
the Mobile and Ohio railroad at the Union 
depot at daylight this mornmg. It was full 
of passengers from St. Louis, who had to 
continue their journey to Mobile in day 
coaches. The strikers uncoupled a Pullman 
coach from an Illinois Central train a few 
moments later. It was recoupled by Supt.

Errineuam, III., June 27.—[Special, ]—It is 
understood an order has been received 
here by the local American Railway Union to 
cut off Pullman sleepers on Illinois Central 
trains, but no effort to carry out such an 
order has been made. Passenger trains carry 
unmolested the usual nutaber of sleepers 
securely chained and padlocked to day 
coaches,

They say the re- 
ceiver and theuttorney, to head off the move- 
ment to remove the assets from their charge, 
devised the scheme of getting money from 
the Controller to pay a 10 per cent dividend, 
Every one supposed the dividend was being 
paid from the assets of che bank. But not 


to do that. 

The plan proposed to wind up the bank’s 
affairs is to turn the assets over to Farson, 
Leach & Co., who agree to immediately pay 
all depositors’ claims in full. They will then 
convert tne assets into cash,-and, after repay- 
ing their advances to the depositors, turn 
over 60 per ceat of the proceeds to the stock- 
holders and keep 40 per. cent as their com- 
mission. - 

Controller Eckels said to Taz Tuns 
Washington correspondent last night: I 
do not recall the exact amount advanced, but 
some money was transferred to the Subtreas- 
ury at Chicago from idle funds to the credit 
of the Controller elsewhere to meet the checks 
issued in payment of such dividend. The 
practice of thus temporarily advancing funds 
which could not possibly be used by the banks 
to which they belong, owing to pending liti- 
gation against them or because the sums thus 
to their credit are too small for a dividend, 
has been the practice of the office for more 
than twenty years. The theory of it is that, 
if possible, the money collected should be put 
in circulation where it can be done safely, 
All the assets of every bank which goes into 
the hand of a receiver are held by the Con- 
troller and all moneys. collected are 
placed’ to his credit with the Treas- 
urer of the United States or with 
the Subtreasurers. Dividend checks are 
always drawn against funds at the Subtreas- 
uries and are payable out of any funds in his 
hands and not out of the fund of any particu- 
lar bank. Before any dividend is declared it 
ig ascertained either from the amount of 
funds on hand or such as the receiver can col- 
lect by the date the checks drawn are payable 
what per cent can be paid. The per cent 
having thus been determined on the receiver 
prepares such checks and dates them on the 
day which has been determined upon that 
they shall be made payable. These checks 
are then sent to the Controller, who signs 
them and sends them to the receiver for distri- 
bution. If at such time, as is the case in nine 
out of ten times, the receiver has miscaicu- 
lated as to the amount he would have on hand 
the day the checks are payable, or has been 
disappointed in collections, he has not an

JOHN P. HOPKINS’ CONVENTION, 
Mayor Hopkins ruled the Democratic State

Panis, June 27.—Nothing more unlike an 
American election could well be .imagined 
than the French Presidentſal election which 
today made M. Casimir-Parier President of 
the French Republic. The electoral body, 
formed of both, Houses pf the Legislature, 


held its meeting in one vadt room in the form 


of a parallelogram.adorned with battle paint- 
ings of the Bonaparte period. The 
Constitution ordains at the successful 
candidate for the Presidenty of the republic 
must have the highest number of votes above 
all other candidates. M. Casimir-Perier today 
had 451 out of 853. There were 877 members 
presént, but twenty-four abstained from vot- 
ing.. The Palace of Versailles was full of 
bustle this morning. Upholsterers, glaziers, 
and ficer-polishers were hard at work making 
ready the committee robms, the Gallery of 
the Tombs, the Speaker's rooms, the future 
President’s rooms in the former suite of the 
Queens of France, and the Congress Hall.

Gen. Borius, chief of Carnot’s military house- 
hold, who was in full uniform, received the 
President at the entrance, while the other offi- 
clals of Cärnot's military household awaited 
him at the top of the steps. 

The Ministers, shortly after the President’s 
arrival, fofmally tendered their resignations 
to him. Casimir-Perier requested them to re- 
main in office. It is doubtful, however, wheth- 
er Dupuy, the Prime Minister, will retain of- 
fice, It is expected, in the event of his insist- 
ing upon his resignation being accepted, that 
the President will summon Burdeau to form 
a Cabinet, | f 

IM. Casimir-Perier comes of ‘a family long hon- 
orably emihent in France. His great great- 
grandfather was a notary, living near Grenoble, 
who, dging, left a son, Jacques, a tradesman of 
Lyons. Thé latter left a fortune of $125,000 to 
his son. Claude, a long-headed and enterprising 
speculator, who in the troublous days before the 
Revolution ¢cntrived to amass a colossal capital, 
part of which he invested in the splendid Chateau 
of Vizille. After the Terror he came to Paris, 
where he helped to found the Bank of France 
and sat in the Corps Législatif, This worthy left 
eight sons, the two elder of whom were received 
into the French peerage. while the third dis- 
played his father’s commercial sagacity in many 
fields. It was the fourth of his children— 
Casimir—who was destined to establish the po- 
litical fortunes of the family on a prouder 
basis than heretofore. He was a man of 
indomitable energy and strong but honorable 
ambition; ih person a giant, with a voice of thun- 
der, a bitter style of eloquence, and a coarse, 
even brutal manner. He played a considerable 
part in the Opposition after the Restoration, and 
his policy &s President of the Council under 
Louis Philippe is a matter of history. In 1832 
he visited the cholera hospital with the Duc 
d’Orleans, father of the Comte de Paris, caught 
the infection, and died. The elder of his two 


| sons, Paul by name, still survives as Senator of 


the Seine Inferieure, but he has never been a 
prominent | personage. Auguste, his younger 
brother, adbpted the baptismal name of his fa- 
ther as partof hia surname, and was known as 
Auguste Capimir-Perier. In 1846 he was returned 
for one of the divisions’ of Paris and in 1849 he 
represented the Department of the Aube in the 
Legislative Assembly. During the empire he 
held absolutely aloof from public affairs, but in 


made him Minister of the Interior: I 
son today, he was suspected ef leanings 
toward the/Orleanists, for ho had married the 
sister-in-law of the Duc d’Audiffret-Pasquier and 
received a Visit from the Comte de Paris at his 
country hose. However, he cleared himself of 
those aspersions by a letter in which he frankly 
avowed his loyalty to the republic as the only 
forni of governmént that could save France from 
anarchy, His death took place in 1876, and his 
son, Jean succeeded (o the greater share of both 
his political reputation and his estate. The fam- 
ily still retain podsession of the Chateau de Vi- 
zille, a noble feudal structure built gn 1611 by 
the Constable de Lesdiguiéres, near the ruins of 
a still moré ancient stronghold. It was much in- 
jured by fire in 1825, and was subsequently ro- 
stored, but most Of its artistic contents perished 
beyond recovery. M. Thiers was entertained 
there in 1874, and M. Carnot was a visitor more 

' pecently; but the new President chiefly resides, 
as does his widowed mother, at another mansion. 
the Chateau de Pontsur-Seine, much more ac- 
cessible from Paris. 

M. Casiniir-Perier, though a thorough Repub- 
lican, may be regarded as belonging to the Or- 
leanist ‘school of politics, that school which 
holds that liberty stands in need of the. correet- 
ive of ordet and whose ideal in all «things was 
well expressed by the phrase in fashion in the 
days of Louis Philippe, the “Juste Milieu.” 
M. Casimi® Rerier, in the earlier portions of He 
career, was conscious that his ancestral connec- 
tion with the Orleans dynasty was not lightly to 
be ignered, In 1882, when a law was passed ex- 
cluding all the members of the families who had 
reigned ovér France from all civil and military 
offices, he showed his sense of that law of pro- 
scription by resigning his seat as a member of 
the Chamber. His immediate reslection showed 
that his c@hstituents proved his conduct, 
During the seige of Paris M. Casimir-Perier dis- 
tinguished himself as commander of a batallion 
of Mobiles] He was mentioned in general orders 
for one daring feat. He rescued one of his 
swounded gomyades under very heavy fire. in an 
affair in frbnt of the redoubt of Moulin: Saquot.
